Therefore  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased 
to  order  that  the  following  Regulations  shall  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  adopted  for  the  issue  of  such 
leases : — 

1.  Leases  of  grazing  lands  in  the  Forty-Mile  Railway 
Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  may  be  for 
a period  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years,  and  no  single 
lease  shall  cover  a greater  area  than  100,000  acres. 

2.  Every  lease  shall  contain  a condition  that  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  may  at  any  time  during  the 
term  of  the  lease  give  the  lessee  notice  of  the  cancel- 
lation thereof,  and  that  at  the  end  of  two  years  from 
the  service  of  such  notice  such  lease  shall  cease  and 
determine. 

3.  In  surveyed  territory  the  land  embraced  by  the 
lease  shall  be  described  by  townships  and  sections.  In 
unsurveyed  territory,  if  required  by  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  the  party  to  whom  the  lease  may  be 
promised  shall,  before  the  issue  of  the  lease,  cause  a 
survey  of  the  tract  to  be  made  at  his  own  expense,  by 
a Dominion  Land  Surveyor,  under  instructions  from 
the  Surveyor-General,  and  the  plan  and  field  notes  of 
such  survey  shall  be  deposited  on  record  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior. 

4.  (a.)  The  lessee  shall  pay  an  annual  rental  at  the 
rate  of  two  cents  for  every  acre  covered  by  his  lease, 
and  shall  within  each  of  the  three  years  from  the  date 
of  the  lease,  place  upon  the  tract  of  land  leased  not 
less  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  the  stock 
which  is  required  to  be  placed  upon  the  said  tract, 
namely,  one  head  of  cattle  for  every  twenty  acres  of 
land  covered  by  the  lease,  but  not  to  exceed' that  num- 
ber, and  shall  during  the  rest  of  its  term  maintain 
cattle  thereon  in  that  proportion.
